PARLIAMENT. 


NAVAL ESTIMATES. 


ADMIRAL MEUX AND LORD 
FISHER. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—Monday. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2.45. 


The House went into Committee of Supply on 
the Navy Estimates—Mr. Wairzer in the chair. 
On a vote of 400,000 men for the Navy, 
Admiral] Sir HEDWORTH MEUX said he 
should like to make a few remarks about the 
dangerous hydraheaded intrigue to bring Lord 
Fisher back to a responsible position in the 
Admiralty. The agitation showed itself im all 
sorts of ways. At one time they saw a string 
of sandwichinen with posters loudly demanding 
the recall of Lord Fisher. He did not know who 
paid for them, but every naval officer who saw 
the procession was filled with deep shame. He 
never attacked Lord Fisher, except when one or 
another of his indiscreet friends brought the 
matter before the public. The hon. member 
went on to régall various incidents in which 
he and Lord ‘Fisher had beeen concerned. 
A month before the war he was at a large 
garden party attended by very fashionable 
people, and saw Lord Fisher walking about | 
disconsolately. He remarked, that it was sad 
to seo &a man who used to be so petted in 
society walking about, and no one taking any 
notice of him. He called out to Lord Fisher, 
“ Come here, you wicked old sinner, I want 
to shake hands with you "—~(loud laughter)— 
and Mr, Churchill a week after thanked him 
for having done so, auae it enabled him to 
take Lord Fisher te Portemouth. Lord Fisher 
had always refused to go unless they made it 
up. Did that sound like hatred? (Laughter 
and cheers.) Then war came, and Lord Fisher 
sent him a nice telegram, asking him to lunch 
with him at the Ritz, He thought it was an 
odd place for the First Sea Lord to wish to 
seo one of his commanders-in-chief, but ho 
went, and Lord Fisher paid for the lunch. 
(Lawak. ) Why did it take three months for 
a certain scheme for dealing with submarines 
to be put in operation?” Then look at the dis- 
creditable manner in which Admiral Hood was 
removed from the Dover command. One day 
a retired old admiral came to him, in a great 
state of mind, and, complained that he had 
just been kicked out of his job at twelve hours’ 
notice. He said he was disgraced, and his 
family would think ho had done something 
wrong. He told the admiral he could do 
nothing in war. The admira] said he was not 
the only one that was going, and he gave a 
list of officers whom the First Sea Lord said 
were going. Among them was Admiral Hood. 
He (Sir Il. Meux) wrote to Admiral Hood 
about it, and Admiral Hood said it waa quite 
a mistake. He had heard nothing about it. 
Yet this most capable and lovable officer was 
turned out at twenty-four hours’ notico, and 
he never knew to the day of his death, nor 
did his widow know, why he went. That waa 


the sort of thing that went on under Lord | 


Fisher, and it made the Navy de termined they 
would never have him back again, 
the meaning of these intrigues to bring back 
people who had failed in the past? If there 
was one way of losing the war, that waa a 
certain way. He would give another reason 
why Lord Fisher must not be allowed to 
return.

The German retreat on the Ancre is a 
very different affair, and we must beware 
of investing it with an undue significance. 
Ié involves, indeed, the evacuation of a 


stretch of countryside eleven miles wide 


by two deep, including places which could 
only have been carried by assault at a 
heavy sacrifice. Serre village on the left, 
long the chief German stronghold on the 
northern flank of the Ancro battlefield ; 
the twin villages of Miraumont in the 
valley; Pys above the southern bank ; the 
famous Butte de Warlencourt, on the 
right, a bastion of Bapaume and the scene 
of a dozen desperate fights—all these 
places have passed into our hands. The 
effect of this retirement is to carry the 
German line back to the ridge immediately 
above Bapaume. Here, doubtless, the 
defence has been consolidated, for the 
ridge commands a wide stretch of country 
tc the north and east, and its possession 
is vital to the security of the whole Ger- 
man line between Arras and the Somme. 
Beyond a trivial reference to the abandon- 
ment of some parts of a position full of 
mud, the Germans have ae yet nothing to 
say about this important movement. They 
could claim, however, with more truth 
than their Turkish allies in their 
fantastic account of events on the Tigris, 
thaí it has been effected “according to a 
prearranged pian.” The adoption of that 
plan, of course, has been enforced upon 
them ; but the actual retirement has been 
deliberate, They have evacuated salient 
positions which were becoming increas- 
ingly untenable under the converging fire 
of our batteries and the steady pressure of 
our infantry. The movement was skil- 
fully executed. The removal of guns in 
the earlier stages was facilitated by the 
frost-bound roads, and the retirement in 
its later phases was assisted by fog. In 
the upshot the enemy have succeeded in 
making good their withdrawal without 
suffering serious losses either in men or 
material. To that extent the movement 
is to their advantage, since the object of 
our operations is not to win ground, but 
to inflict punishment upon them. Upon 
the shorter and stouter line to which they 
have withdrawn, moreover, they can offer 
a more obstinate resistance. 
ment, however, does not change the 
essential features of the situation. Our 
front is so disposed that every local retire 
ment of the Germans creates new salients 
which we can rapidly render as untenable 
as those which they have abandoned. They 
can only escape from their troubles by 
effecting a general retirement which would 
offer enormous possibilities to the Allies. 
Towards that end Sir Douglas Haig’s 
operations move steadily. 


A Thousand Millions. 


Every word of Mr. Bonar law's state- 
ment of the results of the War Loan flota- 
tion should be read, and, we are sure, will 
be read by everybody.

Today the Food Controller issues a 
stringent order concerning the making and 
sale of bread. 1t comes on the heels of the 


order which compels the miller, after tha, 


12th March, to get 81 per cent. of flour 
out of his Wheat, and to add an additional

day's order will effect a revolution in 
public habit. Some time ago the Dublin 
bakers’ demand for day-work instead of 
night-work was rejected by the master 
bakers on. the ground that the consumer 
must have his bread piping hot from thé 
overs He will get it in that state no 
longer. Under the new order bread must 
not be sold, oy exposed [or sale, until it is 
weive hours old. ‘the. change will 
méan a considerable saving ef wheat

no currant bread, sultana bread, or milk 
bread is to be made or sold by bakers, and 
no sugar is to be used in the making of 
bread. This is a very necessary economy, 
and—except, perhaps, for the sake of the 
children-~no sensible citizen will pull a 


long face over it. Finally, all bread must 


be sold by weight unless it is consumed on 
the seller's premises. This regiation will 
have wider results in Ireland than in Great 
Britain, where the sale of bread by weight 
is already a general custom. In Ireland 
bread is sold usually by a sort of rule of 
thumb, We have published many com- 
plaints on this subject, and the matter 
has become very important since Lord 
Devonport’s rations have added weights and 
measures to the furniture of every patriotic 
heme. This new rule settles the matter 
definitely for the duration of the war. 
All-bread must now be sold by weight; it 
must be made in even ponnds; food in- 
spectors or other persons authorised by the 
Food Controller will be entitled to weigh 
any bread that is offered for sale. Failure 
t3 comply with any of these rules will be 
& summary offence against the Defence of 
the Realm Regutitions. The order is 
strict and clear, and the wholo Irish 
public should give it a hearty welcome.

KUT AND THE WEST. 

We rejoice, says The Times, that the Mesopo- 
tamian Field Force, which has undergone só 
much suffering and privation, has at last been 
heartened by a shining success. Yet, though 
former reverses have been patiently wiped out, 
eatravagant hopes must not be based upon these 
welcome local triumphs.

Its first fruiis were the evacuation of 
Grandeourt on February 7th, an episode which 
was followed in turn by the seizure of Bailles- 
court Farm, the advance of the British to 
various points around Serre, the capture of 
slopes quite close to Miraument, and on Satur- 
day by tbe apparently unopposed entry of our 
troops into gbe hamlet of Petit Miraumont, on 
the south bank of the Ancre. But it also be- 
cume evident on Saturday that very queer 
things were happening in the German lines all 
the way from Serre to Warlencourt. The 
patrols sent out towards Serre met with ne 


. opposition, and presently were able to enter tho 


village, which was expected to be taken only at 
a heavy cost. At all points the enemy had 
and in some directions they had 
vielded at least three miles of ground. Last 
night’s bulletin says that the German retire- 
ment continues over a front of eleven miles, 
and that the British are close to Le Barque and 
Puisieux. The assumption is that the Germans 
are falling back to more favourable positions on 
ihe last ridge before Bapaume. But there has 
been no such retreat since the infinitely greater 
fight from the Marne, and we are entitled to 
gay that the irresistible pressure of our troops 
on the Ancre has given the enemy no alterna- 
tive. The augury is a good one, and will in- 
spire our armies with renewed confidence.

He said that the state oí Ireland was, and had 
been, “'serious '” ever since the events af 
May last, and he suggested that these 
arrests were a sign of a change of policy in 
Ireland. 

For the past year and a half, he said, the 
Government had been manufacturing ; 
“- Sinn Feiners ” in tens of thonsands until 
they had maddened the country, and the 
Nationalist Party were between the Devil 
and the deep sea, 

Mr, Scanlan seconded the motion for the ad. 
journment, 

Mr. Duke, in reply, said that anyone listening 
to the two hon. members, and not knowing 
the facts, would think that an oppressive 
and imbecile Ministry had suddenly 
swooped: down on 28 innocent men, and | 
deported them out of the country. 


One of the difficulties in dealing with such 
cases was that men who professed constitu. 
tional methods ranged themselves with 
such men either as apologists or advocates. 

We were at war, and a large proportion of 
the men who had been deported and 
ordered to reside in England were men 
who had taken up arms against us. The 
action of the Executive was taken with 
regret and justified by absolute necessity.

SUBMARINE WAR. 


CUNARDER LACONIA 
TORPEDOED. 
a 
SURVIVORS BROUGHT TO IRISH 
PORT. 


The Cunard eteamer Laconia, bound from 
New York with passengers, and probably mails, 


ing and sunk. Two hundred and seventy sur- 
vivors have been rescued. 
The Laconia, which was built at Wallsend-on- 


gross. She was 600 feet 6 inches in length and 
71 feet 3 inches in breadth. Her engines were 
of 2,175 horse-power, 

It transpired later that in addition to the 
Laconia survivors on their way to an Trish port, 
fifteen survivors were being landed at another 
port. The steamer that rescued the Laconia's 
passengers and crew also picked yp a boat con- 
taining fourteen survivors of another British 
steamer, and aleo has on hoard the survivors 
of the steamer Falcon, which was torpedoed 
and sunk. 

Our Liverpool correspondent telegraphs — 

The Cunard Sieamship Company stated last 
evening that they had received very little in- 
formation respecting the lost Laconia, her pas- 
sengers and crew, but they have every reason 
to believe that virtually all have been saved. 
The total number of persons on board was ap- 
proximately 295, of whom about 216 are crew 
and between 70 and 80 passengers. 
latter probably a little more than nalf would 
be first-class passengers. The company has 
issued instructions for everything posible to be 
done for all survivors, and the forwarding of 
them to their destinations. Many inquines 
were made last evening by the relatives of the 
crew, who were drawn mostly from Liverpool 
and district, and assurances as to their safety 
were very cheering to inquirers. 

The Laconia, which was commanded by Cap- 
tain Irvine, was sister ship of the Franconia, 
both being built and put into eommission for 
the purpose of catering for the cross-Atlantic 

assenger traffic, which grew to such great 
dimensions in the few years preceding the war. 
They were two-funnel twin-screw vessels, fitted 
with wireless telegraphy, submarine signalling, 
and other modern features incidental to well- 
equipped liners. The Laconia internally was 
built on the sumptuous lines so popular with 
American travellers of the wealthier classes, 
whose fastidious demands were carefully studied 
by the shipping lines, and she was for that 
reason extremely popular. She carried al! classes 
of passengers, and in her construction especial 
regard had been paid to safety, steadiness, and 
engineering éficiency.

‘MESOPOTAMIA. | 
BIG HAUL OF PRISONERS. 
The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement :— Ey SS ee 
From reports received from the General Officer 
Commanding the’ Mesopotamia Expeditionary 
Force, the course of the operations on the Tigris 
during February 24th was as under :— 
The successful passage of the stream at 
Shumran on February 23rd was rapidly and 
effectively exploited during the following night, 
our patrols pushing forward boldly and main- 
taining close tontact with the enemy. Early on 
the morgiing of the 24th the ridge across the 
neck: of the Shumran Peninsula was in our 
hands, and it became évident that the enemy 
was in full retreat im the direction of ‘Baghailah, 
24 miles west of Kut-el-Amara. Dig 
Tho Turkish depéts and store at many points 
were in flames, and strong rear-guards, sup- 
ported by artillery, had been disposed to oppose 
our advance. — by a.m. a strong force of 
cavalry had crossed the Tigris, and at once 
manceuvred to gain the flank of the Turkish 
line in retreat. Throughout the day both our 
cavalry and infantry were heavily engaged, in- 
flicting severe, but as yet unknown, casualties 
on the enemy. | ; 
Meantime our successes at Sanna-i-Yat were 
further pursued, and our infantry proceeded to 
capture and secure in succession the fPurkish 
fifth line of defences, the Nakhailat, and the 
Sumada positions, finally reaching the line 
Ataba Marsh-Magaois. 
Throughout the fighting our aeroplane 
squadrons have co-operated with invaluable re- 
sults, freely using bombs and machine-guns from 
minimum altitudes. ai 
In the two days’ fighting we have captured 
1,730 prisoners, including at least one Turkish 
regimental commander and four Germans, four 
field guns, ten machine gums, three mine- 
throwers, and a large quantity of rifles and 
ammunition. 33: 
As a result of these operations the whole of 
the enemy’s positions from Sanna-i-Yat to Kut- 
el-Amara have been secured. 
Kut itself passes autématically into our hands, - 
as the fighting has now become of an open 
character, and our forces are di d on a wide 
front. It has not yet been possible to ascertain 
fully the extent of the Turkish losses in men and 
material. 


TURKISH ACCOUNT.

Any person making, or offering to make, any 
fictitious or artificial transaction, or attempt 
ing to impose any condition relating to any 
other article, or makjpg or demanding any un- 
reasonable charge, will be guilty of a sum 
mary offence against the Defence of the Realm 
Pegulations. 


THE IRISH POTATO STOCKS. 


NO SHORTAGE IN THE COUNTRY.
